A 9-ycar-old colored lad, stan d ­

the trigger.

Half an hour later the boy 
died in a physician’s office here. 
The victim was H enry J. Smith, 
who lived with his

He 
was shot, the H ighw ay Patrol said, 
by his older brother, L. C. Smith.

U. S. SECURITY ACT 
RESERVE F IN D IS 
CALLED ‘DELUSION’ 


New York, 
Aug. 
9.—Term ing 
adm inistration of the national soc­ 
ial security act a "pious 
fraud,” 
the New York Times published the 
following lead editorial on the sub­ 
ject today: 
"As the third anniversary 
of 
the enactm ent of the social secur­ 
ity 
act 
approaches, 
there 
are 
doubtless millions of people in this 
country who believe thgj^ th c gov­ 
ernm ent of the United StBtes has 
under lock and key in W ashing­ 
ton a large reserve fund 
which 
will continue to grow with 
the 
years and ultim ately pay the old- 
age pensions to which every con­ 
tributor to this fund 
is 
entitled 
upon 
retirem ent. 
U nfortunately 
this is not the case. 
U nder pres­ 
ent circum stances the old-age re­ 
serve fund is a fraud and a delu­ 
sion. 
"Let us see what happens, and 
what 
has 
been 
happening 
all 
along, since the collection of old- 
age payroll taxes began in 1937. 
"Up to the end of the govern­ 
m ent’s last fiscal year, on June 30, 
1938, a total of $708,000,000 
had 
been collected in such taxes. What 
became of this money is clearly 
shown in a current survey of the 
governm ent’s fiscal position made 
by the National Economy League. 
"O nly a m inute fraction of il 
(less than $6,000,000) 
has 
been 
used to pay benefits under the act. 
The balance of it has gone into the 
‘general fund’ of the treasury . . . 
from which it has been paid out 
again about as rapidly as it came 
in, to m eet the everyday expendi­ 
tures of the governm ent. 
Expen­ 
ditures of the governm ent. 
Ex­ 
penditures for farm relief, for bat­ 
tleships, for resettlem ent 
adm in­ 
istration houses, for WPA theater 
projects, for G rand Coulee Dam, 
for salaries in the Civil Service, 
for a thousand and one other pur­ 
poses. 
The governm ent has sim ­ 
ply acknowledged the debt 
thus 


incurred by issuing special 3 per 
cent notes, which it has deposited 
in the old-age reserve acount.’ 
"This is the ‘reserve’ which 
is 
theoretically behind 
the 
whole 
old-age security plan. 
But it is 
not a reserve in any real sense of 
the w ord—that is, a reserve 
of 
cash or an investm ent which is 
actually earning money 
for 
the 
governm ent. The cash has already 
been spent. 
The notes which the 
governm ent has issued in return 
are, in the circum stances, essent­ 
ially TOU’ made payable to the 
governm ent itself. 
For it is im ­ 
portant to note 
this 
distinction: 
That while a bank or a 
corpora­ 
tion or an individual holding 
a 
governm ent note derives an 
in­ 
come from it, the governm ent de­ 
rives no income from its own se­ 
curities, which are evidences 
of 
debt, from its point of view, any 
more than an individual world de­ 
rive an income from a promissory 
note made payable to himself and 
put away for safe-keeping. 
"It is true that if 
the 
budget 
were brought into balance, and if 
social security taxes were u^cd to 
retire outstanding 
securities 
in 
private hands, 
the 
government 
would be in a position to 
resell 
these same securities later and to 
use the proceeds for the payment 
of old-age pensions. 
"But as long as the budget re ­ 
mains out of balance, the 
notes 
now in the ‘old-age reserve ac­ 
count’ can furnish no funds for the 
payment 
of 
old-age 
annuities 
when such payments fall due 
in 
future, and funds for that purpose 
will have to be raised all 
over 
again, by new taxation. 
That is 
why the ‘reserve fund’ is a delu­ 
sion. 
"All that is happening at pres­ 
ent is that 
the 
government 
is 
promising 
ultim ately 
to 
levy 
enough taxes to pay the principal 
and interest on its own notes, in 
order to furnish the funds which 
will be needed, as time passes, to 
provide elderly people with 
pen­ 
sions. 


"If this hocus-pocus is to 
be 
ended, it is the Social Security act 
itself that must be changed, since 
the treasury and the Social Secur­ 
ity Board are 
simply 
following 
scrupulously the procedure which 
the law itself prescribes. That law 
should be amended, in order to put 
the whole system on a 
sounder 
basis. 
"No attem pt should be made to 
build up a huge ‘reserve fund’ for 
old-age annuities. 
Instead, 
fol­ 
lowing the exam ple of G reat Bri­ 
tain we should adopt a 
current- 
cost plan, w ith only a com para­ 
tively small contingency reserve 
for emergency purposes. 
"That would put an end to the 
pious fraud under which money 
collected in the nam e of protec­ 
tion for old age is 
now 
being 
spent for every purpose under the 
sun. 
It would restore clarity of 
thinking, remove the 
tem ptation 
which the easy collection of Soc­ 
ial Security taxes gives to 
cur­ 
rent extravagance in Washington 
and prevent the federal govern­ 
m ent from being saddled in 
the 
end with a wholly unm anageable 
burden of Social 
Security 
pay­ 
ments."
